not require water to drinli.

struck me as most probably a popular error, 
but I hovo hnd no opportunity of testing it 
until lately. Some months back wo became 
possessed of a gray parrot (L'sitta^s erytha- 
cu»J with red tail. It wan fed chiefly on 
Indian corn, soaked in cold water, which it 
preferred to anything else as a general thing, 
though it was very fond of bread and milk, 
rice pudding, etc., but they did not agree 
with it if given more than once or twice a 
week. 
We soon found that it was very 


anxious for water, as it licked the wet corn 
when put iuto its trough, and, on water 
being offered it, drank very eagerly, tnkinn 
eight or ten driuks at a time. 
We find tha 


it will rarely drink water, except the las 
thing at night, and as soon as it has had as 
much water us it wants, it takes the edge of 
its little glass (which it soon came to know 
quite well) iu its bill and gives it n verj 
decided push away, no mui'.u so that, if yoi 
are not prepared, it would generally succeed 
ii\ upsetting tho water. If the glass is of 
fi:red to it at a time when it is not thirsty 
it 'will push it away at
